Andre Bazin (1918-58) is credited with being the spiritual father of 
the French New Wave. Among those who came under his tutelage 
were four who would go on to become the most renowned 
directors of the postwar French cinema: Francis Truffaut, 
Jean-Luc Godard, Jacques Rivette, and Claude Chabrol. 

Volume 2 of The Film Critic as Philosopher: Andre Bazin on 
Euro-Japanese Cinema, 1949-1958 contains, for the first time in 
English, much of Bazin’s writing on international film festivals, 
such as those at Cannes, Venice, Locarno, and Sao Paulo—precisely 
those venues that would feature a mixture of European and 
Japanese cinema. Volume 2 of Andre Bazin on Euro-Japanese 
Cinema, 1949-1958 also includes illustrative movie stills and features 
a sizable scholarly apparatus: a complete bibliography of Bazin’s 
articles on Euro-Japanese cinema, credits of the films discussed as 
well as filmographies of their directors, and an extensive index. 

This collection is aimed, as Bazin himself would want, not only at 
scholars, teachers, and critics of film, but also at educated or 
cultivated moviegoers and students of the cinema at all levels. 
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editor, or translator of a number of books, including Soundings on 
Cinema: Speaking to Film and Film Artists (SUNY Press, 2008) 
and In Search of Cinema: Writings on International Film Art 
(McGill-Queens UP, 2004). Cardullo’s film criticism has been 
translated into Russian, German, Chinese, Turkish, Spanish, 

Korean, and Romanian. He earned his doctoral degree from Yale 
University and taueht for four decades at the University of 
Michigan, Colgate, and NYU, as well as abroad.
